The city of East Jordan had 
one of the lowest fire cost re- 
cords in Michigan during 1953. 


One major fire could off set 
the city’s record. 

Operation of East Jordan’s au- 
tomatic fire alarm by dialing the 
fire number is one of the most 
efficient systems of rapid fire i in- 
formation. 


However, the residents of 
East Jordan have not been co- 
operating with the volunteer 
fire department one hundred 
percent. 


A large number of false al- 
arms have been received since 
the equipment was made automa- 


- tic. 


Firemen have laid the false al- 
arms to “kids” and jokers and 
have made every effort to stop 
the high cost of false alarms

Here’s Where Community Chest Funds Go-So Muth For So Little Money 


East Jordan’s summer recrea- 
tion program sponsored by the 
local Community Chest has be- 


come an intergral part of the: 


communities welfare as young- 
sters and oldsters alike take part 
in a wide variety of wholesome 
activities. 


For a community of its size, - 


East Jordan can well be proud of 
the soundness of its recreation 
planning and . development. 


. Starting several years ago with 


its first full-time recreation lea- 
der Dan Devine, now backfield 
coach of Michigan State College, 
East Jordan has developed a 
summer recreation program 
surpassed by few cities of com- 
parable size in Michigan. Con- 
siderable publicity has been giv- 
en the local program and only a 
few weeks ago it was featured 


in the magazine section of the 
Grand Rapids Herald in an arti- 
cle entitled “A Program With A 
Heart”? written by Doris Huckle 
and supplimented by several pic- 
tures portraying East Jordan’s 
recreation life. 

A recreation planning com- 
mittee headed by Alex Sinclair 
and made up of Leo Sommer- 
ville and Vale Gee aid in the 
planning of the program which 
has been under the direction of 
Coach Gayle Saxton the past two 
summers. Special emphasis has 
been placed on camping, softball 
and handicraft. Other activities 
receiving attention of the com- 
mittee. and incorporated in the 
summer program include swim- 
ming, tennis, badmintton, play- 
ground activities, excursions, 


shuffle board, instructional films 
eroquet and hiking. 
* * * 
SUMMER CAMPING 

Back in -the summer of 1950, 
East Jordan’s Community Chest 
joined with the Recreation De- 
partment of Boyne City, Pells- 
ton and Petoskey in the spon- 
soring of a summer camp for 
boys at Camp Ocqueoc, located 
just off US-23 twenty-six miles 
south of Cheboygan. During the 
ensuing five years East Jordan 
has sent a total of 203 boys ran-. 
ging in age from 8 to 14 years 
to Camp Ocqueoe and a film 
portraying camp life over that 
period is available to any organi- 
zation which desires it. Among 
the activities provided for the 
boys are; swimming, fishing, mo- 


vies, arts and crafts including 
leather, craft, camp fire pro- 
hunts, hiking, excursions, and 
nature study. ; 

-Camp Ocqueoe is a former 
Cc. C. C. Camp, well equipped 
to take care of approximately 
150 campers per sessions. The 
camp proved so popular at the 
close of the first year that it is 
now operated in two weekly ses- 
sions usually held during: the ear- 
ly part of June. Robert Wood- 
ruff of Petoskey, originator of 
the camping project at Camp Oc- 
queoc, has served as the canip 
director during its five year ex- 
istance. During this period Gayle 
Saxton, Max Damoth, Dan De- 
vine, John Downing and Parker 
Seiler have sefved as camp coun- 
selors at one time or another. 


East Jordan girls have also 
benefited from camping ex- 
periences provided them the past 
two summers. Operated locally 
and on a much smaller scale, 
girl’s camps have been held dur- 
ing the past two summers at the 
Church of God Camp near Char- 
levoix. Twenty girls attended the 
first camp a year ago under Leon 
Cole, Camp Director. In the sum- 
mer just past twenty-seven 
girls were in attendance under 
the director of Mrs. Gayle Sax- 
ton. 

“Camping activities paralelled 
those for boys and the local 
community chest is looking for- 


ward to the possibility of organ- . 


izing girls’ camping on a county 
wide basis in the not-too-distant 
future.

Strawberries 


Put your mulch on strawber- 
ries after a crust -has frozen ov- 
er the ground. You’ll have more 
and better strawberries next 
year if-you wait for the freeze, 
suggests Ed Rebman, Charlevoix 
county agricultural agent. 

If the mulch is placed after 
the freeze, he explains, the crust 
will stay frozen and the soil will 
not heave.
